Gay Culverhouse is carrying on a family tradition in her role as President of the Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers. An academic achiever in the field of education, she has quickly made her mark 
in business as well. 


Culverhouse formally joined the Buccaneers in 1986, became Vice President/Treasurer in 
1990 and advanced to President two years ago. She oversees the front-office operations of 
the corporate sales, public relations and ticket departments. 


After graduating with honors with a bachelor’s degree in special education from the 
University of Florida in 1969, she earned a master’s degree in mental retardation (1970) and 
a doctoral degree in special education (1982) from Columbia University, She was formerly a 
professor in the psychiatry department of the University of South Florida’s College of 
Medicine and is a member of the Phi Lambda Theta scholastic honor society. 


She is also highly active in a wide range of civic, community and educational affairs, most 
notably as the 1993 chairwoman of the Greater Tampa Chamber of Commerce. 


She is President of the Board of Directors of Tampa Crossroads, a program which helps those 
who have been incarcerated adjust to a return to society. In addition, she is a member of 24 
Boards of Directors (including those of Bethune-Cookman College, the Hillsborough County 
Family Services Association, the Hillsborough County United Way and St. Petersburg’s All 
Children’s Hospital) throughout the Tampa Bay area and Florida. She is also a member of the 
Columbia University Board of Overseers. 


During her tenure with the Buccaneers, she has initiated dropout prevention programs and a 
variety of anti-drug programs. She founded the Buccaneer Grant program, which helps chan 
nel needed funds to a wide variety of youth-serving agencies. 


Her husband, Tampa attorney William Reece Smith, Jr., is the Past President of the American 
Bar Association, Past Chairman of the Greater Tampa Chamber of Commerce and Past 
Chairman of the Tampa Committee of 100. She has two children, son, Chris (20) and daugh- 
ter, Leigh (19). 


Richard McKay became the Buccaneers’ Vice President-Football Administration in 1992, 
having served as the team’s legal counsel for the past six years while affiliated with the 
Tampa law firm of Hill, Ward & Henderson. 


In his role with the team, he continues to represent the Buccaneers on legal matters, as well 
as handling all football administration duties - including the negotiation of player contracts, 
the administration of the football and scouting budgets and representation of the Buccaneers 
on league matters. 


McKay was born on March 16, 1959, in Eugene, Oregon. He is a graduate of Jesuit High 
School in Tampa where he was the starting quarterback. He went on to graduate in 1981 with 
honors from Princeton where he earned three varsity golf letters. He graduated with honors 
from Stetson College of Law in 1984 and clerked for two years for Tampa United States 
District Judge Wm. Terrell Hodges. In 1986, he joined Hill, Ward & Henderson, handling a 
wide variety of legal matters including those of the Buccaneers, He taught a sports/entertain- 
ment law course for three years at Stetson College of Law. 


He and wife, Terrin, a Tampa native and a vice president with NationsBank, have two sons, 
Hunter (4) and John (1). 


His father, John, the retired first coach of the Buccaneers, won four championships as head 
coach at Southern California to earn selection to the College Football Hall of Fame, while 
also guiding the Bucs to their only two division championships. 


KREWE OF HONOR 


The Buccaneers inaugurated the Krewe of Honor in 1991 — a grouping of outstanding 
contributors to the team. 
The founding members of the Krewe are six-time Pro Bow! defensive end Lee Roy 


Selmon, running back Ricky Bell and founding head coach John McKay. 

They were inducted on December 8, 1991 and a mural depicting them is on display under 
the east stands of Tampa Stadium. 

In 1992, quarterback Doug Williams was inducted.The Bucs will induct founding owner 
Hugh Culverhouse into the Krewe on September 5, 1993. 


Innovation, excitement, motivation, a commitment to winning and a commitment to his 
community - these are the things Sam Wyche has come to stand for in his 21 years in the 
National Football League as a player, assistant and head coach. He enters his second season 
as the Tampa Bay Buccaneers’ head coach ready to apply his talents towards the effort to 
produce a successful season. 

“Professional football is the greatest weekly spectacle in sport,” says Wyche. “It is the 
essence of unpredictable competition. It can unify and galvanize a community like nothing 
else. I've experienced that feeling before, that special feeling when the home team turns it 
around, in San Francisco and Cincinnati. There is nothing I want more than to experience it 
here in Tampa Bay.” 

Wyche is one of only nine active NFL head coaches who have directed his team to a Super 
Bowl and, along with Dan Reeves and Tom Flores, one of only three active head coaches to 
participate in pro football's championship game as a player, assistant coach and head coach. 


He has already made his mark on the Tampa Bay area with his articulate and enthusiastic ap- 
proach and a series of roster and strategic moves which have laid the groundwork for success. 


Wyche was born in Atlanta, Georgia, on January 5, 1945, where he attended North Fulton 
High School. He was a walk-on quarterback at Furman University where he earned a bache- 
lor of arts degree in business administration. 


He played with the Wheeling Ironmen of the Continental Football League in 1966 before 
going to the University of South Carolina as a graduate assistant for two seasons. In 1968, he 
earned a master's in business administration management. 


With the help of Lou Holtz, also a South Carolina assistant, Wyche had a tryout in 1968 with 
Paul Brown's Cincinnati Bengals, an AFL expansion team. He made the squad and was a 
starter much of the time and was a member of Cincinnati's first AFC Central champions in 
1970. During three seasons with the Bengals, he completed 115 of 220 passes (52.3%) for 
1,743 yards and threw 12 TDs. 


In 1971, Wyche was traded to the Washington Redskins for whom he participated in Super 
Bow] VII, before being traded to Detroit in 1974. In 1976 he played with the St. Louis 
Cardinals and Buffalo Bills, 


After retiring as a player, Wyche and a partner opened Sam Wyche Sports World in 
Greenville, South Carolina, which became a chain of 11 stores, 


Successful in business, Wyche still had a desire to be involved with football which was kin- 
dled with a visit to the San Francisco 49ers’ training camp in 1979. Wyche joined his former 
quarterback coach with the Bengals. Bill Walsh. in San Francisco as quarterbacks and pass- 
ing game coach for the next four seasons, including Super Bowl XV1 when San Francisco 
defeated the Bengals, 26-21. at the conclusion of the 1981 season. 


He was widely credited with developing quarterback Joe Montana, as the 49ers finished in 
the top half of the league in offense in each season. 


Wyche became head coach at Indiana in 1983. His rebuilding program was interrupted the 
next year when Paul Brown brought him to the Bengals as head coach. In eight seasons, he 
became Cincinnati's winningest coach with two division champions. 

He was voted the NFL and AFC Coach of the Year after his team posted a league-best 12-4 
regular season record in 1988. The Bengals added playoff wins over Seattle and Buffalo 
before losing one of the most closely contested Super Bowls ever (XXIII), 20-16, to the 
49ers in Miami. Among those choosing him as Coach of the Year were the Pro Football 
ae College & Pro Football Newsweekly, Football News and Washington Touchdown 

ub. 


His Bengals then won a second AFC Central crown in 1990.

He has established himself as 
one of the top offensive 
thinkers in football with inno- 
vations such as the no-huddle 
offense. The results have been 
a combination of rushing and 
passing which produces 
yardage and touchdowns. The 
nine teams he has been the head 
coach of have averaged over 
500 yards per season more than 
the league average. In the last 
nine years only 14 times has a 
team gained over 6,000 yards in 
a season - three times they have 
been coached by Wyche. 


In addition to his commitment 
to football, Wyche is known for 
his community service. He 
gives his time to many charita- 
ble groups and is especially 
committed to helping the home- 
less. He was widely regarded 
as the leading spokesperson and 
advocate for the plight of the 
homeless in Cincinnati and has 
been similarly active since 
coming to Tampa Bay. 

When away from football, 
Wyche is a pilot (owning a 
Cessna) and a skilled magician. 
He also enjoys playing golf, 
tennis and the guitar. A skilled 
public speaker who is articu- 
late, enthusiastic and always 
delivers a message, Wyche 
donates a substantial portion of 
any speaking fees to charity.

A member of the Los Angeles Rams’ and Philadelphia Eagles’ All-Time Teams, 
Buccaneer linebackers are fortunate to study under one of the league’s greatest line- 
backers, Maxie Baughan. 


In his 10-year NFL coaching career, Baughan has twice coached with Floyd Peters in 
two different roles. Baughan spent the 1990 season as the linebackers coach for 
Minnesota under Defensive Coordinator Peters, and for two seasons (1980-1981) he served 
as the Detroit Lions’ Defensive Coordinator while Peters was the defensive line coach. 


During his stint as Lions’ defensive coordinator, Baughan’s defense ranked first in the NFC 
against the rush and also ranked number one in sacks in 1982. 


Baughan first joined the NFL coaching ranks in 1974 as a player/coach for George Allen and 
the Washington Redskins. After leaving the Redskins, he spent the next five seasons (1975- 
1979) as the defensive coordinator for the Baltimore Colts. The Colts were the AFC East 
Champions three of those five seasons. 


Maxie Baughan was an outstanding outside linebacker in his 13-year NFL career. His nine 
Pro Bowl selections tied former Lion Joe Schmidt for most by a linebacker until Lawrence 
Taylor broke the mark in 1990. Drafted by the Philadelphia Eagles in the second round of the 
1960 Draft, Baughan culminated a great rookie year by helping the Eagles win the NFL 
Championship and finished as the runner-up for 1960 Rookie of the Year. 


He played six years in Philadelphia (1960-1965) and then spent five seasons in Los Angeles 
(1966-1970), during which time the Rams were a three-time playoff participant. Baughan fin- 
ished his playing career in 1971 with Washington. 


| couuece | Baughan began his coaching career in 1972 as the assistant head coach and 

defensive coordinator at his alma mater, Georgia Tech (1972-1973) and 
helped lead the Yellow Jackets to a 1972 appearance in the Liberty Bowl. He also served six 
years in the Ivy League as the head coach at Cornell University (1983-1988). 
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Maxie Callaway Baughan, Jr. was born August 3, 1938, in Bessemer, Alabama. He 
and wife, Diane, have three sons, Max IIT (30), Mark (28) and Matt (23). He gradu- 
ated from Georgia Tech with a degree in industrial management. He was a four-year 
letterman and was selected as an All-America center in his 1959 senior season.

Fitzgerald is responsible for breaking down opponents’ video for the coaches, work- 
ing with Head Coach Sam Wyche and assisting Steve Shafer with the defensive 
backs. He spent three seasons as a defensive assistant with the Buccaneers and holds 
the distinction of being the only coach to survive two Buccaneer head coaching 
changes, Fitzgerald was hired by Ray Perkins prior to the 1990 season, was retained 
by Richard Williamson when he took over in 1991 and was rehired by Sam Wyche. 


Jeff Fitzgerald began his college coaching career as a graduate assistant at Cincinnati 
6 (1985-1986) where he assisted with the defensive linemen. He then went to Alabama 

for four seasons (1986-1989); two as a graduate assistant and two as a volunteer 

assistant, while obtaining his master’s degree. Among his duties were assisting with 

linebackers and special teams, coordinating the walk-on program and being a full- 

time faculty instructor. He began coaching in 1981 at his alma mater, Burroughs 
High School in Burbank, California, as an assistant while enrolled at Cal State Northridge. 
He spent two seasons there before moving to Burbank High School in the same capacity for 
two years (1983-1985). 


Fitzgerald was born on April 18, 1960, in Burbank, California. He attended Oregon 
State and was a reserve linebacker who gave his all until a serious knee injury ended 
his career.

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For the second season, Buc wide receivers have the opportunity to learn from one of 
the best in NFL history: Harold Jackson. 

Jackson started his coaching career with New England Patriots in 1985 as an assistant 
receivers coach and began a six-year stint as the receivers coach in 1986. He spent 
1991 as the Assistant Head Coach/Off. Coordinator for Eddie Khayat, now Bucs’ 
defensive line coach, with the New Orleans Night of the Arena Football League. 

During his 17-year career, Jackson caught 579 passes for 10,372 yards with 76 touchdowns. 
He ranks 13th in NFL history in catches and his career yardage total is seventh best. He is 
tied with Hall of Famer Fred Biletnikoff for 10th in career receiving touchdowns. Jackson 
participated in five Pro Bowls (1969,1972,1973,1975 and 1977) and had 29 100 yards-plus 
receiving days in his career (sixth best in NFL history). 

Drafted by the Los Angeles Rams in the I 1th round of the 1968 Draft, he spent his rookie 
year in Los Angeles before playing five seasons with Philadelphia (1969-1972). Perhaps his 
best season came in 1969 as he teamed with QB Norm Snead for 65 receptions for 1,116 
yards and nine TDs and earned his first selection to the Pro Bowl. He returned to the Rams in 
1973 as part of the Roman Gabriel trade and led the league in average yards per catch (with a 
21.9 average) and receiving touchdowns (13). Jackson next played with New England (1978- 
1981) where he was coached by Raymond Berry. In just four years, he became the Patriots’ 
12th top receiver in passes caught and fourth in yards receiving. He finished his career with 
Seattle in 1983. 


Harold Jackson was born on January 6, 1946, in Hattiesburg, Mississippi. He was a 
four-year letterman at Jackson State. His wife’s name is Carolyn and he has four 
children: son Terry (28), twin daughters, Yolando and Rolando (16) and son, 
Brandon (born 12/1/92). An avid runner, Jackson also enjoys playing the drums, 
fishing, tennis and golf. Jackson's resume also features small roles in the movies 
“North Dallas Forty” and “The Chosen.”

Bowl under Khayat’s guidance. 


Khayat’s five seasons as the defensive line coach of the New England Patriots (1985-1989) 
were highlighted by a berth in Super Bowl XX in 1986.

While an Eagle, he was 
4 teammate of fellow Buc coaches Floyd Peters and Maxie Baughan, He ended his playing 
career with the Boston Patriots in the AFL in 1966.

He was a two-year letterman as an offensive and defensive end at Tulane after 
attending Millsaps College and Perkinston Junior College. He was selected to the 
All-Time Tulane Football Team in 1979 and to the Tulane Athletic Hall of Fame in 
1981. He was named Mississippi Sportsman of the Year in 1971. 


His younger brother, 
Robert, was a Pro Bow! placekicker for the Washington Redskins. He enjoys music, playing 
handball and spending time with his family.

THE BUCCANEER GRANT PROGRAM. 


The Buccaneer Grant Program enters its fifth season in 1993, having already distrib- 
uted over $100,000 in funds to community groups in the Tampa Bay area. This sea- 
son, the program fund is expected to double with contributions from area sponsors. 
Last year, $40,000 was distributed to non-profit local organizations. 


The program was started by President Gay Culverhouse as a way to help reach the 
unfortunate in the six-county area. The recipients are selected by a special panel of 
community leaders who review the hundreds of applications each year.

A popular man among Buccaneer fans for bringing back memories of the tough, 
relentless Buc defenses from the glory days in 1979 and 1981, Floyd Peters begins 
his third season as defensive coordinator in 1993 determined to improye even more, 
thanks to the offseason additions of veteran NFL players. 


Peters is no stranger to success in the NFL. This will be his 11th consecutive season 
as a coordinator and he has 18 years of experience as a defensive line coach. Sixteen of the 
last 17 defenses he has been associated with have ranked in the NFL's top 15. 


Peters shaped the Minnesota Vikings defense for five seasons (1986-1990) and developed 
them into one of the most feared units in the league. His Viking defense was the number-one 
rated defense in the NFL in both 1988 and 1989, The 1989 Vikings also led the league in 
passing defense and sacks (71), while his 1988 squad topped the NFL in takeaways (53), 
interceptions (36) and fewest first downs allowed (243), During his tenure with the Vikings, 
he developed such Pro Bowl talents as Keith Millard (1989 NFL Defensive Player of the 
Year), Chris Doleman, Joey Browner and Carl Lee. 


Before his stint with the Vikings, Peters was assistant head coach/defensive coordinator with 
the St. Louis Cardinals (1982-1985) where his 1983 unit led the NFL with 59 sacks. He also 
served as defensive line coach at Detroit for four seasons (1978-1981), where he worked with 
two-time Pro Bow] selection Al “Bubba” Baker. The 1978 Detroit defense set a team sack 
record with 55 and the 1981 Lions topped the NFC with 47 sacks.

(1964-1969). While at Philadelphia, he was selected to play in three Pro Bowls (1964,1966 
and 1967) and was named Most Valuable Player of the 1966 game. Peters served as a play- 
er/coach for the Redskins in 1970 for a total of 12 years as a player.

Schonert was a quarterback for the Cincinnati Bengals for nine seasons (1980-

Shafer spent the previous eight seasons (1983-1990) as defensive backs coach with 

the Los Angeles Rams. During his stint, the Rams averaged over 21 interceptions per 
year.

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After his innovative techniques boosted the efficiency of the offensive line in his first 
year with the Bucs, Bob Wylie plans to continue building on the progress achieved 
last season. Last year, Wylie initiated an offensive line-platooning system which sub- 
stitutes a group of linemen for another allowing brief rests during the game. The sys- 
tem worked very well as the Bucs dominated the first two games at the line of scrim- 
mage with 663 yards of total offense until the offensive line was hit by a rash of injuries. 


In order to help tackles hear the signal count in loud dome arenas, Wylie came up with the 
idea of having the tackle put his hand on the guard’s outstretched hand. When the guard jerks 
his hand away, the tackle knows the ball has been snapped. 


Wylie spent two years as a tight ends coach with the New York Jets. As a volunteer at 
Bengals’ training camps for nine summers (1981-1989), Wylie learned under Jim McNally, 
considered to be one of the NFL’s best line coaches. 


Wylie started his coaching career at Brown (1981-1982) as an offensive line coach 
before moving to Holy Cross for two seasons (1983-1984). He coached at Ohio 
University for three seasons (1985-1987) and was the offensive coordinator in his 
final year. He moved to Colorado State in 1988 and spent two seasons coaching the 
offensive line under Earle Bruce.

Cobb emerged as one of the NFL's elite running backs in 1992, gaining 1,170 yards 
on the ground to become only the third Buc runner ever to crack the 1,000-yard 
mark... First Buc to rush for over 1,000 yards since 1985 (James Wilder)... An 
accomplished runner both inside and outside, Cobb became the Bucs’ workhorse in 
the second half of the 1991 season... Employed as a fullback in 1990 as a rookie, but 
returned to familiar tailback position in 1991 and began the 1992 season as the Bucs’ starter 
at that position... Already has imprinted his name in the Bucs’ record book, setting the team 
TD mark for a single game (3) and turning in the eighth-best single-game rushing mark with 
139 yards .. Moved past Jerry Eckwood in 1992 to take over the third spot on the Bucs’ all- 
time rushing list with 2,403 career yards; enters 1993 trailing Ricky Bell's second-place slot 
by just 654 yards, .. Has played in all 48 games of his three-year NFL career, with 37 starts, 
24 at tailback and 13 at fullback... With 1,724 yards in the last season and a half, Cobb's total 
trails only that of Pro Bowlers Emmitt Smith, Barry Sanders, Thurman Thomas and Barry 
Foster...

THE BUCS’ FIRST MR. IRRELEVENT 


When the Bues acquired defensive back Garry Lewis in an August 26, 1992 trade with 
Dallas, it set the wheels in motion for Tampa Bay to have its first-ever Mr. Irreleyent, the final 
player chosen in the NFL College Draft. 

Originally the Buccaneers were supposed to give Dallas a ninth-round draft choice for 
Lewis. But when the NFL’s new labor arrangement proyided for only an eight-round draft, a 
proviso in the trade to cover this situation went into effect. 

That proviso called for the teams to switch selections in the final round of the revised draft 
if Tampa Bay’s pick was earlier. With Dallas having emerged as the Super Bow! champions, 
every team in the league had a selection earlier than the Cowboys. 

Thus Dallas utilized the seventh pick in the eighth round (Dave Thomas, DB, Tennessee) 
and Tampa Bay had the 28th pick of the round and the 224th overall. 

With the choice the Bucs’ took Daron Alcorn, placekicker from the University of Akron, 
who became Mr. Irrelevent XVIII. Alcorn was feted in Southern California’s Orange County 
from June 22nd to the 27th at numerous events and was presented with the Lowsman Trophy. 
emblematic of final selection. The annual celebration, organized by businessman Paul Salata in 
1976, annually salutes the NFL’s final selection,

November 4,1967: Tampa Stadium is dedicated as Tennessee defeats the University of Tampa, 38- 
0, The dedication concludes planning begun in 1965 by the Tampa Sports Authority, an 11-mem- 
ber public agency formed by the Florida Legislature. The 46,700-seat stadium costs $4.1 million. 
August 10,1968: The first NFL preseason game is played in Tampa Stadium as Washington defeats 
Atlanta before a crowd of 42,000. 

November, 1968: The first group attempting to secure an NFL franchise for Tampa Bay is formed, 
This group, known as the Suncoast Pro Football Committee, functions until 1972 when the Tampa 
Chamber of Commerce appoints the formal West Coast NFL Task Force headed by J. Leonard Levy. 
Summer, 1972: The Baltimore Colts train and play three preseason games in Tampa. 

April 24,1974: Tampa Bay is awarded the NFL's 27th franchise. As part of the franchise award for 
the area, Tampa Stadium will be enlarged to 72,000 seats. 

October 30,1974: Philadelphia construction man Tom McCloskey is awarded the new Tampa Bay 
franchise, but soon backs off accepting ownership. 

December 5,1974; Hur!) F. Culverfiouse, attorney and real estate investor who had earlier declined 
ownership of the Seattle franchise for geographic reasons, is awarded ownership. 

February 15,1975: It is announced that the club will be known as the Tampa Bay Buccaneers, 
which was also the choice of a local contest to name the new team, 

April 21,1975: Tampa Sports Authority unanimously approves a 30-year lease agreement with Buc 
officials for Tampa Stadium. Three days later the Tampa City Council votes 6-1 for approval of the 
stadium lease and expansion to 72,000 seats, 

July 9,1975: Ground is broken for the Tampa Stadium expansion financed by the sale of $13 mil- 
lion in bonds by the Tampa Sports Authority, 

October 31,1975: Jolin WoKay, four national championships behind him at the University of 
Southern California, is announced as the head coach of the Buccaneers. 


1976 (0-14, 5th AFC Central) 
March 30,1976: The Bucs choose 39 players from other NFL rosters in the veteran allocation draft. 
April 8,1976: Lue Roy Selmon, defensive end from Oklahoma, is the first pick of the entire draft. 
July 5,1976: The Bucs welcome the first rookies and free agents to training camp at their recently 
completed office complex known as One Buccaneer Place. 
July 31,1976; Tampa Bay's first ever action is a preseason game at the Los Angeles Coliseum with 
the Rams. Los Angeles wins 26-3 (Pete Rajecki's 18-yard FG). 
August 14,1976: The Buccaneers are winners for the first time, defeating Atlanta 17-3 in a presea- 
son game at Jacksonville's Gator Bowl. 
August 21,1976: After three road preseason games, the Buccaneers open at home against the 
Miami Dolphins. As 67,466 fans watch, the Bucs drop a close one, 28-21. 
September 12,1976: Tampa Bay's first regular season game is a 20-0 defeat at Houston. One week 
later, San Diego spoils the home opener, 23-0. 


1977 (2-12, 5th NFL Central) 
December 11,1977: The Bucs tie an NFL record with three interceptions returned for touchdowns 
and end 26 games of frustration with a 33-14 win at New Orleans. Over 8,000 fans greet the team 
when it returns to One Buccaneer Place. 
December 18,1977: Tampa Bay makes it two in a row with ils first home win ever, a 17-7 triumph 
over the St. Louis Cardinals. 
Individuals in orange are Krewe of Honor members. 


1978 (5-11, Sth NFC Central) 
October 22,1978: Rookie quarterback Nou Williaiis leads the way as Tampa Bay defeats Chicago, 
33-19, to up its record to 4-4, but injuries cripple the team during the second half of the season. 


1979 (10-6,1st NFC Central) 
September 30,1979: The Bucs become the only undefeated team in the NFL (5-0) with a 17-13 win 
at Chicago. The game proves decisive in the NFL Central race when Tampa Bay and Chicago end 
the season tied at 10-6. 
December 16,1979: The Bucs clinch their first NFC Central crown. Tampa Bay edges Kansas City 
3-0 in pouring rain at Tampa Stadium with Neil O'Donoghue's decisive 19-yard fourth quarter field 
goal. Ricky Bell finishes his 1,263-yard season with a 137-yard game. 
December 29,1979: Tampa Bay is successful in its first-ever NFL playoff appearance, defeating 
Philadelphia, 24-17, as Bell rushes for 142 yards and two TDs. 
January, 6,1980: The Bucs finish just one game short of the Super Bow! as Los Angeles wins the 
NFC Championship Game at Tampa Stadium, 9-0. 


1980 (5-10-1, 4th NFC Central) 
September 11,1980: Tampa Bay avenges January's NFC Championship Game defeat with a 10-9 
victory over Los Angeles in the Buccaneers’ first appearance on ABC's national television series. 
The game is played on a Thursday night. 


1981 (9-7,1st NFC Central) 
June 3,1981; A Tampa Bay Super Bowl Task Force, assisted by Hug! Gulvarinuse, makes a suc- 
cessful presentation at the NFL Owners’ Meeting in Detroit and by a vote of 24-2 Tampa Stadium is 
selacted as the site for Super Bowl XVIII on January 22,1984. 
December 20,1981: Tampa Bay wins an exciting winner-take-all showdown with the Detroit Lions 
(20-17) for the NFC Central Division title. Two weeks later (January 2.1982), Dallas eliminates 
Tampa Bay from the playoffs. 


1982 (5-4, 7th in NFC, Super Bow! Tournament Qualifier) 

November 29,1982: After an 0-3 start and a 57-day interruption due to the NFL players’ strike 
(9/21 to 11/15) Tampa Bay posts its first win of the season defeating cross-state rival Miami, 23- 
17, in the first nationally-televised Monday night game at Tampa Stadium. 

January 2,1983: OB Doug Wiliams leads a rally from a 17-point halftime deficit as the Bucs quali- 
fy for postseason play for the third time in four years when Bill Capece’s 33-yard field goal 3:14 
Into overtime provides a 26-23 win over the Chicago Bears. The Buccaneers win five of their final 
six games in their late-season drive, securing each triumph in the final minute. The next Sunday 
(January 9,1983), Dallas defeats Tampa Bay in playoff action (30-17). 


1983 (2-14, Sth NFC Central) 
November 6,1983: James Wilder gains 219 yards rushing as the injury-riddled Buccaneers break 
into the win column with a 17-12 victory at Minnesota. 
January 22,1984: Tampa Stadium hosts Super Bowl XVII|. The Los Angeles Raiders deteat the 
Washington Redskins, 38-9, before a crowd of 72,920, 


1984 (6-10, 3rd NFC Central) 
November 5,1984: J!) \VicKay announces his resignation as head coach, effective at the end of 
the season. It comes one day after a 27-24 loss at Minnesota. The Bucs are 4-6 at the time. 
December 16,1984: Tampa Bay defeats the Jets, 41-21, in McKay's last game after 25 years as a 
head coach. He linishes 44-88-1 in nine regular seasons (plus 1-3 in playoffs) with the Bucs. His 
overall 25-year coaching record is 171-128-9. 


1985 (2-14, 5th NFC Central) 
January 23,1985: Leeman Bennett, former head coach of Atlanta, is named head coach. 
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November 10,1985: The Bucs post their only shutout since 1979, defeating St. Louis, 16-0, to 
snap a nine-game losing streak. 


1986 (2-14, 5th NFC Central) 
September 7,1986: In halftime ceremonies at the season opener with San Francisco, six-time Pro 
Bowler Loe Roy Solimon's jersey #63 becomes the first to be retired by the Bucs. 
December 21,1986: The Bucs fall at St. Louis, 21-17, in Leeman Bennett's final game as 
Buccaneer head coach (4-28). He is relieved of his position on December 29th. 


1987 (4-11, 4th NFC Central) 
December 31,1986: Ray Perkins is hired as Head Coach/VP-Football Operations. 
May 20,1987: Tampa Bay is awarded its second Super Bow! with the selection of Tampa Stadium 
to host Super Bow! XXV, the Silver Super Bowl, on January 27,1991. The selection comes on the 
sixth ballot at a meeting of NFL owners in San Diego. 
September 13,1987: Tampa Bay routs Atlanta, 48-10, as quarterback Steve DeBerg throws five 
touchdown passes. 
October 25,1987: Following the 24-day NFLPA strike, during which the Bucs’ replacement team 
won two of three games, Tampa Bay loses to Chicago 27-26. 
December 6,1987: Vinny Testaverde makes his debut as Tampa Bay's starting quarterback in New 
Orleans. He passes for 369 yards (22-47-2) and two touchdowns. Mark Carrier sets a Buc record 
with 212 receiving yards, 


1988 (5-11, 3rd NFC Central) 
October 16,1988: Vinny Testaverde passes for 469 yards at Indianapolis. 
December 4,1988: Tampa Bay's win over eventual AFC East Champion Buffalo is the first 10-5 
score in NFL history. 


1989 (5-11, 5th NFC Central) 
October 8,1989: As the largest crowd in Tampa Stadium history watches (72,077), the Bucs end 
12 games of frustration against the Bears with a 42-35 win (first Tampa Bay win over Chicago 
since 1/2/83), 
December 24,1989: Mark Carrier completes a great season with six catches for 101 yards vs. 
Pittsburgh. He earns a Pro Bowl berth with club records of 86 receptions and 1,422 receiving 
yards, 


1990 (6-10, 2nd NFC Central) 
October 14,1990: The Buccaneers advance to 4-2 with a 26-14 win over the Packers. But starting 
with a last-minute loss to Dallas the next week, the Bucs lose six straight. 
December 16,1990: The Bucs defeat Minnesota, 26-13, in Richard Williamson's first game as head 
coach, Williamson, until then the team's assistant head coach and receivers coach, was named 
interim coach on December 3rd after Ray Perkins was relieved of his duties. Tampa Bay was 19-41 
under Perkins. The Bucs go 1-2 under Williamson's direction in 1990, 
January 27,1991: The New York Giants edge the Buffalo Bills, 20-19, in Super Bowl XXV played at 
Tampa Stadium. 


1991 (3-13, Sth NFC Central) 
February 4,1991: Gay Culverhouse is announced as the team’s new president, Phil Krueger is 
named general manager and Richard Williamson is named head coach. 
November 10,1991: Reggie Cobb scores three touchdowns as the Bucs defeat Detroit, 30-21, 
Coupled with an October 6th win over Philadelphia, the Bucs beat two teams which will win 10 or 
more games for the first time in team history. 
December 8,1991: Jolin MWickay, Ricky Hell and Lee Roy Selmon are inducted as the initial mem- 
bers of the team’s Krewe of Honor. 
December 27,1991: Richard Williamson (4-15) is relieved as head coach. 
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1992 (5-11, 3rd NFC Central) 
January 10, 1992: Sam Wyche is named as the Buccaneers’ fifth head coach with a five-year con- 
tract, 
September 6, 1992: As Cvua Williams is inducted into the Bucs’ Krewe of Honor, Sam Wyche's 
tenure as head coach gets off to a winning start with a 23-7 win over Phoenix. Santana Dotson 
records two sacks in his first game, starting a rookie campaign in which he will be named NFC 
Defensive Rookie of the Year. 
November 15, 1992: Reggie Cobb, en route to gaining 1,171 yards on the year, gains a season- 
high 114 yards as the Bucs’ edge Chicago, 20-17, before a sellout crowd at Tampa Stadium.

CREDENTIALS: News media representatives on assignment who do not hold press box creden- 
tials for the season should request single-game reservations one week in advance by writing or 
calling Rick Odioso or Chery! Harden. Reserved credentials may be picked up at the press gate 
on game day. The press gate is located on the Dale Mabry Highway side (west) of Tampa 
Stadium and is open four hours before kickoff. 


PHOTOGRAPHERS: Field photographers should enter the press gate and proceed to the media 
room to obtain an armband for field admission. No one except network television and game 
personnel will be admitted to the field without a camera. There is also a photo deck located on 
the fourth level. Space is available on a first-come, first-served basis. Field photographers are 
cautioned that the bench area inside the 35-yard line is off-limits to all non-playing personnel.

“Any secondary non-editorial use of any picture, film/tape or drawing of the game taken or 
made by the accredited organization or individual to whom this credential has been issued 
(including but not limited to use in advertising, sales promotion or merchandising) is pro- 
hibited without prior specific written approval of the National Football League. Additionally, 
television stations are prohibited from making available game film or tape to any other organi- 
zation even though the planned use may be editorial in nature without advance written permis- 
sion from the NFL or one of its member clubs. Such film or tape may be aired only by the spe- 
cific station or entity to whom this credential is issued. 


Television stations filming or taping NFL games recognize that any film or tapes may only be 
used in connection with a regularly scheduled television newscast within a seven-day period 
following the game and the film clip or taped portion of each such showing will not exceed two 
(2) minutes in length. 


Additionally, television stations agree not to use more than six (6) minutes of filmed or taped 
“same-day” highlights from NFL games on any regularly scheduled news programs (i.e. no 
more than six minutes of highlights on Sunday night). This is the only exception to the two- 
minute limitation.”

Tampa Stadium, the Tampa Bay Buccaneers’ home for the past 17 seasons, will be the address 
for exciting football this fall. 

With Buccaneer Head Coach Sam Wyche directing the show, the Tampa Bay offense will light 
up the Tampa skyline with points while the defense continues to frustrate the opposition. 
Tampa Stadium is no stranger to exciting football, however. Tampa Stadium has hosted two 
Super Bowls: XVIII won by the Los Angeles Raiders over the Washington Redskins, 38-9 on 
January 22,1984 and XXV, won by the New York Giants over the Buffalo Bills, 20-19, on 
January 27,1991. 

Tampa Stadium is also the home of the Hall of Fame Bowl, inaugurated in December, 1986, 
which showcases some of college football's brightest talent on New Year's Day. 

Known for the outstanding field and layout, other improvements were made before the 1990 
season to update Tampa Stadium. The Buccaneers installed a 24-foot by 32-foot Sony 
Jumbotron above the south end zone to offer playbacks and features for the fans. The installa- 
tion of seatbacks throughout the stadium also added to the comfort of Buccaneer fans in the 
stadium. 
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Tampa Stadium now seats 74,301 for Buccaneer games (including 61 Sky Suites over the east 
stands with seating capacity varying between 12 and 40 seats). Tampa Stadium is the third 
largest stadium in the NFC with only the Pontiac Silverdome and Giants Stadium boasting 
greater capacity. 

Construction on Tampa Stadium began in October, 1966, and it was dedicated on November 
7,1967. The stadium originally seated 46,500 fans and cost only $4.6 million. In this configura- 
tion, it served as home to the University of Tampa as well as other college football games and 
professional preseason contests. 


The end zones were enclosed to raise seating capacity to over 72,000 after the NFL franchise 
was awarded to Tampa Bay in 1975. Other additions in 1975 were new computerized score- 
boards at either end and an additional level on the press box above the west stands. 


The complex is administered by the Tampa Sports Authority, a public board composed of 11 
members from both the city of Tampa and Hillsborough County, which was established by the 
State of Florida in 1965.
